May it please your Excellency, 

In accordance with the Provisions of the Act, 7 and 8 Vie. cli. 81, sec. 56, 
I have the honor herewith to submit General Abstracts of the Number of 
Marriages registered in Ireland during the years 1850 and 1851. 

These Abstracts are divided into two classes — the first showing the number 
of Marriages registered in each District;’" — the second those registered in the 
several Counties and Provinces. Each class distinguishes the mode in which 
the Marriages were solemnized — whether by License or otherwise; — the number 
of Minors, Widowers, and Widows married; — also of those who signed the 
Registers with marks ; and separate Tables give the number married in each 
quarter of the years 1850 and 1851.

From the foregoing numbers it will be seen, that in the year 1846, one of 
great distress in this country, 5 — and in 1850, 4-12 more Marriages were re- 
gistered than in 1851. 

The causes of the fluctuation in these numbers, though in a great measure 
to be ascribed to the severe trials to which the Countiy has been lately sub- 
jected, and to the continued emigration, cannot be satisfactorily ascertained,^ 
owing to the want of a general system of Registration, and to the operation ot 
the Act 7 and 8 Viet., ch. 81, being confined to a comparatively small portion 
of the population ; persons professing the Roman Catholic religion being ex- 
empted from its provisions, except in die case of mixed Marriages. 

Marriages in the Established Church increased from 1848 to 1850, but 
again decreased in 1851 ; the numbers being:— in 1848, 5,813 ;— 1849, 5,324 ; 
— 1850, 5,387; — 1851, 5,201 ; while those in Presbyterian Meeting Houses gra- 
dually increased during the same period, the numbers being: in 1848, 2,31o ; 

—1849, 2,440 ;— 1850, 2,504 1851, 2,517.

THIRD REPORT OF THE 



The marriages between persons of other religious denominations (whose places 
of worship are registered under the provisions of the Act, sec. 27) during the same 
years were : — in 1848,87 1849, 67;— 1850, 85;— and in 1851, 80. The number 

of marriages by civil contract (which took place in the Registrars’ Office, without 
any religious ceremony), were for the same years : — in 1848, 1 ,320 ; — 1849, 1,647 ■ 
1850, 1,789 ; — and in 1851, 1,527. These numbers show an increase during 1848^ 
1849, and 1850, and a considerable decrease in 1851, the difference between 
the two latter years being 262, or more than half the total diminution of marriages 
registered in 1851 as compared with 1850.

871 Licenses for Marriage were granted by District Registrars in 1850 ; 
and 708 in 1851, being a diminution of 163 in the latter year. 

The great decrease in the population of Ireland since 1841, amounting to 
1,621,046 persons, as shown by the late Census, and the want of satisfactory 
records to account for this extraordinary diminution, have, of late, directed 
public attention even more strongly than hitherto, to the imperfect state of the 
law in this respect. Considering, therefore, the many arguments which are 
adduced, both on social and sanitary grounds, to show the importance of a 
general measure to include the Registration of the Births, Deaths, and Mar- 
riages in Ireland, — the want of which is now so universally admitted, and so much 
felt by all classes, — I have thought it right to prepare and submit, in an Appendix 
to this Report, for the consideration of your Excellency, an estimate of the probable 
local expense in each year of carrying out a system of Registration in this country, 
similar to that established in England by the Act 6 & 7 Wm. IV., Cap. 86. 

In this estimate, the Area, number of Electoral Divisions, Population, and 
Poor Law Valuation of each Union, are taken from the Reports of the Census 
Commissioners of 1851, just published. 

The required number of Registrars is found by dividing 8,187 into the entire 
population of each Poor Law Union, that being the average number of Persons 
to each Registrar of Births and Deaths in England. 

The Births are estimated atl in 32, Deaths at 1 in 45, and Marriages, at 1 in 
129 of the population — such being the usual averages of these events in 
England, as shown by the Annual Reports of the Registrar-General. 

The average cost in each Poor Law Union, is estimated at 2s. 6 d. for the first 
twenty entries of either Births or Deaths, made by each Registrar, and one shil- 
ling for every succeeding entry, in the year, — the Marriages are calculated at 6<2. 
for each one registered, — these being the rates of payment which exist in England. 
The rate per pound on the Poor Law Valuation of each Union is ascertained in 
the usual manner. 

On reference to the Appendix it will be seen that in the great majority of Unions 
the estimate is less than one halfpenny in the pound ; in several of them it is between 
a halfpenny and a penny ; and in only a few of them does it exceed a penny ; — in 
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others it is so low as to be under a farthing; whilst on the whole Poor Law 
Valuation of Ireland the cost would little exceed a farthing and a half in the 
pound. 

Sir Robert Kane, the learned President of the Queen’s College, Cork, thus 
alludes to this important subject in his able and eloquent Address on the open- 
ing of the Fifth Session of the Dublin Statistical Society, in November, 1851, 
at which His Excellency the Earl of Clarendon was present : — 



u j W ould teg leave to remark in a very few words upon one element in the construction of our 
Census, to which I feel that public attention cannot be too strongly directed. I refer to those Tables 
of Births, Deaths, anil Marriages, for obtaining the elements of which forms are provided in the 
present Census. Now, I would express my opinion that, although the returns may be expected to 
represent accurately the existing facts, similar accuracy cannot be expected in returns of the occur- 
rences spread over a period of ten years. These facts, still more important to the civil administra- 
tion for securing the ends of justice and morality, than for any merely statistical object, would require 
to be registered at the time of their occurrence in a proper and secure official manner, and thereby 
at the end of the decennial period would afford a means of controlling the General Census Returns 
by the sums of the annual increments and decrements of the population independently obtained. 

“ Such returns are made for Great Britain and for all the important European countries. I, of 
course cannot judge of the reasons for omitting in this country the official registration of births and 
deaths ; nor, indeed, for the anomaly of limiting the registration of marriages to those of a portion 
(and, indeed, a small portion) of the people. The want of official registration of the marriages of 
the great mass of the inhabitants of this country, I look upon as not merely destroying all value in 
the returns of our talented Registrar-General, as statistical documents, but also as a great injury and 
injustice to those classes of her Majesty's subjects who are thus deprived of an important safeguard 
to their property and to the moral position of their families. I have had. occasion to consult upon 
the question of registration of marriages with a number of gentlemen, clergymen as well as laymen, 
and I have never met with one whose experience did not furnish cases of violation to justice and 
injury to morals, as to pej’sons and as to property from the absence of central, official, and general 
registries of births, deaths, and marriages , and who did not unequivocally deplore and condemn the 
very imperfect, irresponsible, and unsafe manner in which the only kinds of registries usual among 
those I consulted are now drawn up and deposited. All I have spoken with have expressed their great 
anxiety that a general system of public official registration of births, deaths, and marriages should 
be organised ; and as in a merely statistical point of view such would be of great utility to advance 
the objects of our society, I felt that in this assembly a reference to the necessity for supplying a want 
so universally deplored could not be out of place.” 



Many extracts from the works of other eminent authorities might be 
quoted, which could not fail to have due weight with Her Majesty s Government, 
but as it appeal’s by the estimate in the Appendix at what a comparatively small 
expense, when its many local and national advantages are considered, a gene- 
ral system of registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages can be established in 
Ireland, I shall only add an extract from a letter addressed to me on this subject, 
by the Rev. John Armstrong, Minister of the Presbyterian Congregation at 
Kingstown, and Clerk of the Dublin Presbytery, which places the defective state 
of the law in this country in a very striking point of view : — 



“ With regard to tlxe Presbyterian body, with which I am more immediately connected, I have 
no hesitation in saying that a system of general registration is widely felt to be a desideratum, and 
that it would be an immediate and permanent benefit to our people. _ i . , 

“In our Book of Discipline, published in 1841, ministers ora enjoined ‘ To keep a registry oi 
the children they baptize, stating the date of birth and baptism.’ Previous to this period the mat- 
ter was neither generally nor accurately attended to, and thousands of baptisms prior to Itm 
could not now be proved. This is painfully true in the history of my own congregation. Mv; prede- 
cessor, during the eight years of his ministry, baptized not less that sixty children. He also 
performed many marriage ceremonies, but there is not a single record of either preserve . any o 
the parties, too, were most respectable. One gentleman having obtained a commission or is 
son to enter the army, found great difficulty in proving the young mans age, there being no 
register of his baptism. Property has also been frequently alienated, owing to the want ot a careful 
registration. For instance : some of our people have emigrated, and realised a large fortune in 
the colonies or the Indies. They left off corresponding with relatives at home, and alter many 
yeara died intestate, or without local heirs. It may be the proper heirs were a vei 1S ® ° r ’ . 
there being no registry to which reference could he made, the heirs or nearest tin re e 
fixed upon. Often in this way has property abroad been forfeited or alienated.
